Responsive to the Restriction Requirement dated November 29, 2005, Applicants elect, 
with traverse, Group I, Claims 1-5, for further prosecution. 



REMARKS 

The Office has required restriction in the present application as follows: 

Group I: Claims 1-5, drawn to a transformed bacterium which produces L-valine, 
L-isoleucine, and L-homo leucine in an amount less than 1% of that of 
L-leucine; and 

Group II: Claims 6-7, drawn to a method to produce L-leucine. 

Applicants elect, with traverse, Group I, Claims 1-5, for further prosecution. 

Applicants traverse the Restriction Requirement on the grounds that the claims of 
Group II depend directly from the claims of Group I. As such, it is improper to separate these 
claims as they are not independent and distinct.
